Property of the city Is
but of small matter In value, compar-
ed with that of its health, While no
sum had ever been sufficient to esti-
mate as the value of a woman'y life,
inrurance companies placed the aver-
age man's life ot a value of $25,000.

Not including those who had died
from other causes In Astoria, brought
about by boad sanitation, the overage
number of deaths in thia city from
typhold fever alone would reach 10
annually, This was a cosl 1o the oty
of $250,000 annually, according to the
valuation placed on the average man.
